Following up cn our discussion of yesterday concerning the THOSE 
VTERii TIE DAYS project, I do vent to make it clear that there was 
nothing in my meeting vith Hormen Leer on Friday afternoon which 
vould justify arriving at the conclusion that the series cannot 
be fair in its treatment of political satire. 

My rr.eeting with Homan vaa cordial — even vara —- and I believe 
I Tras successful in communicating to Forman our feeling that ve 
neither can nor should foist on the American public an entertain¬ 
ment series hich, rightly or wrongly, could be viewed as o. one¬ 
sided or prcpegandistic enterprise, Forman vr.s more than ready 
to assert* his belief that the series should expose hypocrisy, f 
inanity, bombast end general foolishness on the left ns veil as 
on tbo right. 

However, I think Honan does not appreciate the need for even- 
hendedness as keenly as you and I and that, in particular, he has 
the general myopia about Middle America and its reactions that is 
shared by r.ony who work in the entertainment industry in Lev York 
and Hollywood. 


As vo discussed yesterday afternoon, I do not think it vould hurt - 
and it might .all help -- the situation if our contract with L.'orman 
could find words to reflect this understanding concerning political 
evenhandedness. Such language might properly recite that both par¬ 
ties recognize that this program venture is n new departure in 
American television, that the comic premise of the series is the 
catirizntion of political attitudes, and that in order to serve 
this purpose, the producer will use his best c-fforts to be evenkend¬ 
ed and to avoid identifying the program series with any particular 
political or ideological viewpoint, i.ecdless to coy, the contract 
should reflect and confirm our ability at the acript stage and therc- 
.oftcr to secure compliance with our policies.

(as used herein, a "CBS Cost" means a Direct Distribution Cost 
which is paid by CBS. CBS shall notify VIA of the amount end 
kind of each CBS Cost as promptly as is feasible. With respect 
to CBS Costs hereunder, CBS will make available, during normal 
business hours, upon reasonable notice, at the same address re¬ 
quired to be used hereunder accurate and complete books and 
records comparable to those set forth in paragraph 5 of this 
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Agreement and subject to comparable terms and conditions with 
respect to retention by CBS and access by VIA, its representa¬ 
tives, accountants and/or designees). 

(s) Any distribution fee paid to any person, firm or 
corporation who VIA may utilize in exercise of Syndication 
Rights hereunder shall be a Non-Direct Distribution Cost. 

(h) VIA shall pay to CBS all Ret Balance Due. 

(a) As used herein, "Gross Receipts" means the gross 
sums received by VIA or VTA's designee, if any, from the exer¬ 
cise of Syndication Rights increased by the amount Of any taxes 
withheld at the source. 

(b) VIA shall furnish CBS accounting statements in 
such fcrm as will be mutually agreed upon by VIA and CBS. VIA 
and CBS will enter into a more formal agreement setting forth 
the agreement between them with respect to the contents and 
timing of such statements and payments due thereunder. 

(c) If VIA or its designated licensee shall be pro¬ 
hibited or restricted from making any payment hereunder by means 
of royalty, dividend or otherwise because of any lav; or regula¬ 
tion Oj. any country, VIA shall promptly so notify CBS. VIA shall 
hold for CBS's account the amount thereof ("blocked funds"). 

At CBS's request, VIA shall promptly deposit such blocked funds 
to CBS's credit in a bank in such country designated by CBS, or 
shall p cmptly pay them to CBS's designee therein, and VTA shall 
promptly so notify CBS that such deposit or payment has been 
made. Such deposit or payment shall constitute payment here¬ 
under. At the request of CBS, the Distribution Fees with respect 
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to blocked funds hereunder shall be deducted in the same cur¬ 
rency as the Gross Receipts on which each of them . hall be 
based. 

5. (a) VIA will make available, during normal business 

hours, upon reasonable notice, at the same address required to 
be used hereunder for notices to VIA, accurate and complete 
books and records of all transactions relating to this Agree¬ 
ment, Including, but not limited to, those relating to prints, 
the distribution of each Program and Program Series and all 
figures entering into all computations herein. Such books and 
records shall include, without being limited to, all applicable 
cash records, ledgers, shipping sheets, contracts, invoices. 
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and documents relating to currency transfers and exchange rates. 

All such items shall be kept on each Program and Program Series 
until two (2) years follov.’ing the expiration or termination of 
VIA's right to exercise Syndication Rights therein, or until any 
dispute commencing prior to the expiration of such two (2) year 
period relating to such Program and/or Program Series shall have 
finally been determined, whichever shall be later.
